Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5 (renumbered as 1-4) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for an optical pickup apparatus. 

• Claim 1 specifies an optical pickup apparatus, which requires: 

"...a first support member adapted to support a first end portion of the feedscrew 
located on an inner circumferential side of the information recording face, a second 
support member adapted to support a second end portion of the feed screw located on an 
outer circumferential side of the information recording face, a first elastic support 
member adapted to support a first end portion of the guide shaft located on the inner 
circumferential side of the information recording face, a second elastic support member 
adapted to support a second end portion of the guide shaft located on a outer 
circumferential side of the information recording face, a drive motor adapted to drive the 
feed screw so as to move the optical pickup along the guide shaft, a third elastic support 
member adapted to support the second support member and the drive motor a base 
plate on which the first support member, the first elastic support member, and an end 
portion of the third elastic support member are fixed, and a skew adjusting mechanism 
adapted to move each of the third elastic member and both ends of the feed screw and 
the guide shaft so as to adjust a skew of the optical pickup with respect to the 
information recording face of the recording medium. " 
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These features, in combination with the other features of Claim 1, are not anticipated by, nor made 
obvious over, the prior art of record
